YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

"Paris, N"ov. 12.— The city of Nice, 
Italy, lins bei'ii s-iaitod by an enormous 
wave frmu llio MudituiTiiiJuan which swept 
away the qunyu and proaieuades on the 
Anglais piautation. Upwards of a haa- 
dred pe6ple were oarcied off their feet, 
and the quays and promenadeB vrere cov- 
ered with aand. The devastation wiwught 
by the waves extends two miles along 
Nice's water frmit. Thu water at Can- 
nes, which ia '25 miles from Nice, has 
been suhjbct to a fierce Btorm and two 
VBBsels are kaowu to be wrecked. Men 
standing on the quays were carried out 
to sea on immense waves. The Croisset 
proinonado was destroyed. A rain 
aniduiiting to almost a delude, has been 
falliiit; for fuur dnya. At Oap, tho capi- 
tal ( f lliu dijinrtment (if Kaiites in tho 
Alpe, a number of liouses have buen ut- 
terly destroyed by the Hoods resulting 
from the rain fall.: The city of Ain is so 
badly flooded that travel in the streets is 
impossible, exuei.t in boats. Iti Niines 
two parishud are undur walur and a third 
is isolated by floods.

THE TWO F ARTIES, 

The libnral press haa never ceased to 
claim tlio result in Quebec as a Bwoeping 
victory aud grand triumph of grit princi- 
plea. There is much in wluU an eaatorn 
coatemporary says wlion ho concludes 
that tbttt victory ^hen nacortainod by the 
figures of the eledUoo retiuna ia inBi^uifi- 
oant, but when' measured by thu pouuliar 
quality of the new represuntution, color- 
ed, ti8 it ia, by the fronjiy of the worst of 
human paBsions, it prebonta an aspect 
Bt^rlling and portentous. For the tirat 
time in the history of the province there 
ill not be in the legialulure au English 
speaking ropresuntutive of d county in 
which French speaking electors are in the 
majority. The custom which haa long 
been established, and one whicli has i)r(>tty 
generally been rucognizod by the du 
ministries of thai province since confeatir- 
ation, of having at least two English 
speaking Protescuuta in the administra- 
tion, haa been so far disregarded that if 
Mr. Moroior sucQeeda in getting control 
of the legislature the Prottstant element 
will have, as it looks now, no representa- 
tion whatever in the government. The 
;$o6 Aiid revengo cry has had ita eQ'uct, 
ana birre'n indeed of purpose and princi- 
ple must be that political party that could 
gluan grntilication out of such a result 
Yot this is the position of the liberal party 
tu diiy. Disrupted and fragmentary in 
any uitiiUii^ont design, unharmonioua 
and uniutelligeut in the expression of any 
aetUed'purpose or-oonatructive policy for 
the sdrancemant and development of thu 
country, it had settled into a sort of weak- 
kuoud opposition that lacked ooheaiveneaa 
and strength because it lacked any dis- 
cernible politic.lI intent. At last an op- 
portunity to roBUScitiit;! it appeared. Ita 
leadora watched with satisfaction and 
encouraged ' the ttaQsformatioD of 
the murderer of Riel into a 
niiirlyr aud worked it for all it 
was worth to stir up religious and 
ruoB prejudicu, in the hope that as human 
judgment had condemned them, human 
passions, aroused aud inflamed, might 
force some stitfening into their palsied 
limbs and put them into some kind of a 
presentable shape before the country at 
thu approaching elections. The result they 
any haa pleased them beyond expectation. 
They are boisier jus with delight. They 
are not ashamed tu wear the laurels that 
bigotry and fanaticism have wreathed for 
them. How desperately purposeless and 
unworthy of coniidenoe must be a party 
that would appro-ch the polls with such 
banners Uying. Tliat they depend on the 
Riel cry tj place them in power is evi- 
denced by their campaign speeches and 
preai opinions. Other questiona are 
i£Snt'ioi)ed" and ' reluctantly diacuaaed ; 
this is emphasized. Their platform ia b 
scalTold ; their policy discord. Wo look 
in vain to their loaders for the enuaoiation 
of any broad principle for the expansion, 
the education or the development of the 
industries of Canada. Alongside the re- 
oord of the present government and that 
Btatesmanship that has been apt ti> dis- 
cern and take advantage of commercial 
conditions, and to utilize them to the 
benefit of Canada and iu the development 
pfher interests; and in placing her in 
that dignified relation to other nations 
to which her natural resources and the 
iulelligencB of her people entitle her, how 
shallow and unaubstantial is their policy 
for patriotic and national purposes. The 
conservative party is justified by the ad- 
vantageous results of its administration 
of public aflairs. . It calls for the intel- 
ligent appreciation and confidence of those

trios by the establishment of the Xational 
Policy, in the determination to protect our 
fisheries, in the exhibition of a diguiiled 
anxiety for reciprocal trade relations with 
the United States, in the endeavor to Hocure 
treaties with foreign countricH — in short, in 
the possesflion to a very large extent of that 
administrative faculty that anticipates op- 
portunities aud coufirmH them by wise 
k'ginlatioii to industrial adviiutugo, the con- 
HerviitiYO party can commend itself to the 
best judgment and patriotism of the coun- 
try, aud present itHelf at the polls, sooner 
or later, with justifiable expeotations of 
again receiving the support of the people of 
the Dominion of Canada. 

1'kok. 11 II. Tluiratun, in the November 
-number of[tho Forum, haa a very interest- 
ing article upon tho subject of oil on the 
waters, The greater part of the uiticlo is 
devoted to the power and formation of 
waves, but atill some explanation ia givon 
of the phenomena presented when oil ia 
poured upon heavy licaa. Tho fact is now 
duly appreciated that oil haa a soothing 
effect upon angry waves, but many are 
yet skeptical that this can have any bene- 
ticial etleo^ when a few galloua of oil are 
poured over a Teasel's side at sea. For 
the benefit of those doubting ones we 
would point out fhat Prof. Thurston saya 
when a drop of oil is placed upon tho 
surface of water, it spreads rapidly in 
■11 dirootions, forming a film of ex- 
ceeding tenuity. On reaching the limit 
of area that the givon amount of oil can 
covkir, tho lilni usually begins to break up 
at many points simultaneously, forniintr a 
lacework pattern. After a tiinu tho spread 
of oil bucomoa so great that the laoo- 

Jtattero breaks up, and tho oil diatributos 
taeU^overi the surfaoe of fcbe water in 
detached drops. A continuous supply of 
oil gives a continually spreading sheet. 
Its effect upon the flurfacu is, in some 
inannur not as yot -so well understood, 
, eaya Prof. Thurston, to give it greater 
"reaiatunoQ to tho wave-making power, 
and especially to prevent breakors. As 
liquids have great teniioity, large surface 
tension and small visco«ity are favorable 
to tho breaking of waves while small 
tension and largo viscosity give tho con- 
trary property, ond as oil supplies this 
quality, giving a now surface of groat 
BUperfloial tenacity and small surface i.eu- 
sion and also prevents the friction between 
wind and water, it reduces tho waves. 
Xbo ftdvantago of using oil tl>erefo|:e in 



case of threatening seas is manifest. 
Facts prove that it does break down ».nd 
prevent "combers," Soma of the causes 
for this are partly explained by Prof. 
Thurston. Bat be the reasons what they 
may the evidence is nil in its favor and 
ahipmaatora miiat by oonsequonce now ac- 
cept oil as a means of nreventing disasters, 
A shipmaster who will not try this simple 
means of averting threatened disasters 
does not doaorvu tu have ctJUimand of a 
ship. 

Thk Uight Hon, llobort Bourko, the new- 
ly appointed governor of Madras, in return- 
ing thanks for the toast in his honor ou the 
occasion of his departure from 'Eng- 
land, remarked, "he wos under no 
delusiou with regard to the responsi- 
bility which he would have to nndertuko 
in Madras. '' Ha''lcuew that a. great deal 
was expected; he was expected -to take an 
equal interest iu Qnauoe, iti army adminis- 
tration, in public works, in revenue matters, 
iu oduoatioii,aud many subsidiary siibjeotRi 
ho WHS clearly eipocted to be profloiout iu 
archie ology, iu all nets Indian, and modern, 
meteorology, and in botany, and that people 
who wore tho votaries of recreation expect- 
ed him to bo a liberal patron of the drama, 
of muBio, of huntiug, of polo ploying, aud 
of lawn touuis." What n controat to Ibo 
required duties of a lieutenant-goveruor, 
whose principal labors wotild be aonflned to 
the toil entailed in receiving bis salary. 



Watemoricii' itnitroveilient^ - 

To TUK EoiTOB ; — At the mdeUilg of the 

city council last night some basinoes of 
ooasiderablo importance was trausaotod. 
As a mere listener I wna much surprised to 
hear a measure of tho most vital iuiport- 
auoe to the city and ratepayers passed with- 
out a word of discus.siou . I alhuio to tho 
rocommondatiou mado iu the waterworks 
oommittce'e report, "that proposals bo 
asked from local eugiueera" for plans aud 
specifications for the various works about 
to be undertaken to seouie.a -better,, water 
supply for the city. The connoil adopted 
the repojrt qoi^tainingitbis recommendation 
withoiit a comment. Our pity fathers are 
not usually so reticent when a measure im- 
plying so much of serious import to the city 
and ratepayers is brou_L;l»t before theiu. 
Generally eaoh councillor Inis an opinion to 
express and an improvement to snggest. 
Now, to me it appears this recommendation 
HO unanimously endorsed has not bcuu 
thoroughly coiisidered. It bears ou its face 
an open offer of a premium, on incapacity. 
What class of engihe^rA ' are likely to re- 
spond? laitfor one moment^ to be sap- 
posed that an engineer of standing and v.f 
varied experience will.enter into a oompoti- 
tlon with engineers of no standing and uo 
experience. Mauy of these latter geutle- 
men are now without employment and will 
be only too willing to oti'er their serviocR, 
such aa they are, for a nomi- 
nal payment. The undoubted result 
will bfl that the oompetout engineer 
who thoroughly understands the value of 
^e wo^k^reqmred to be done, will, if he 
mlikea an bOer'at all, propose to do it for 
a proper remuneration. Some othar gon- 
'.Isman whose profusaiotial knowledge haa 
been acquired on land surveys, in a 
draughting room, or on a railway of yua- 
terduy will offer his services for a few 
weeks' pay. The council may thus be 
reduced to the neoesaity of;.'Mcepting an 
incompetent man' to design for tham 
structures involving a heavy outlay on 
the part of the ratepayers, and it may be 
that in the near futuro these same rat >3- 
payera will be called upon to provide 
twice as much as thuy have already d>jne 
to rectify tho blutidars made. Inevitably, 
in the long run, a properly qualified eu- 
gineer will have to be obtained. 

Tho recommendation as read iu the 
council chamber last night, makes no 
meution of engineering superintendence, 
la this an -accidental omission, or is it 
really intended to carry out this impor> 
tant work without proper supervision I If 
ss, I think it ia high time the ratepayers 
had a voice in thu matter. I do not be- 
lieve that in the history of any city it was 
ever yet seriously proposed to construct 
waterworks or any other works of magni- 
tude without «^^mxwt. Our ciiy of 
Victoria may be the first to shoiv the en- 
lightened world that engineers are un- 
necessary on engineering works and that 
a simple foreman or mechanic will answer 
quite as well — perhaijs better. Truating 
this comnmnication will bo of interest 
enough to obtain a place in your ccdnniiis.

As to reading th» aflidavila of the first 
case in the second esse -on the injunction, 
that was perfectly. regular (Daniel's Chan. 
Prac. , vol. 1, p. G24), when obtained with 
the special leave of tho judge, and even 
an interim order had issued before alK- 
davit fjlod when the otiice was cloaed. Ho 
contended the court has power to oxaminu 
its own records although not formally 
before the court, and new allidavita 
are now on file.

Crease, .J . — Thia ia a very aerioua mat- 
ter, becauae it touchea the validity of affi- 
davits which are of the utmost importance 
and indeed the base of every formal ap- 
plication of the law to tho chief concerns 
of mankind, things most valued by man, 
liberty, reputition and property, and in 
some cases even life itself. Their purity, 
therufuro, becomes a matter of deepest 
concern and, like that of Ciuiar's wife, 
must be above suspicion, and this it is 
whicl) haa induced tho law to ihrow ho 
many ond frequent safeguards round ttie 
preparation and use nf them. According 
to the PJngliah practice, uliidavits once 
filed of record can never be taken out of 
tho registrar's office,: 'with6ut''Ba xifde|: tf 
a judgo. That practico'^ does iiibi obtain 
here, but a very dangerous one has grown 
up in its atead, which only crops out now 
and then to tho surface in ca.sea like tho 
present, and calls for an iminedato 
change. This has been caused by 
a statute of British Colnmbia which 
enables practitipnera ^Xo « t^ke aihda- 
vits duly filed and usn thetn in cases 
in court and carry them about with them 
until they have done with them. Ttiu 
judges exclaim against it. Tlio registrar 
la put to his wits end day by day to keep 
the run of his afti davits. Practitioners 
leave tho court house on tho closing of 
some unusually iutoresting canu ,ind carry 
them about in their pocketa or bags with 
their own papers for days at a time, 
(■radually the Gling becomes little more 
than a ceremony which may be -observed 
or not as the practitioner is more or lesa 
scrupulous or careful or the reverse. By 
English law the original afTidivit ia never 
allowed out of the registrar's hands, but 
oopioa duly certified as correct by the 
registrar are taken and those are used be- 
fore thu judgo in any application which 
has to be made before him and all thu 
EDglish rules and practice are framed in. 
relation to this state of things, and no 
such thing can possibly occur there aa 
happened hero a short time ago, where 
three judgments wore tondereu to the 
registrar for entry at one time having ref 
erenco to five different uftidavits, on tho 
faith of whioh the judgments had' been 
mado but not one of which could be found 
on tho Ble. This very day a judgment is 
brought in to be entered by tho reginirar 
in the records of the court, I he aliidavit 
un whioh was aworn and filed of record on 
the 24th Ootober,'' i -but b cannot be 
found. These are only two instances 
that came to my notico without search- 
ing for them. Thu fault is in the 
system and will continuously recur until a 
return be made to the English system of 
using only office oopioa, while the original 
never leavea Ihe regiatry except by special 
loavu ou special application and order. 
In how many law ofhcos in this city may 
not possibly tho same thing occur, tho 
afUdavits being meanwhile expnood to I ho 
danger of loss or injury. This salutary 
change a few authoritativo worda would 
effect, A cheap fee for copying perhaps 
by the new machine to multiply copies as 
quickly as may be needed, would removu 
the danger whioh Is illustrated by tho oc- 



currence of the present dale. Hot to re>

All the cases referred to by Mr. Helsan- 
ken refer to an absolute alteration of «d 
affidudt in a material part, some of, the 
Bu|w||mo^;bf tho affidavit itself, the iB||tt- 
terlworn to.

official name without his deeiguation, 
though this is allowed in Canada. 

llcjina r.s Bhxham, 14 L J., Q. B. 12, 
is an authority that tho omission of tho 
worda "Before mo" in tha Jurat was fatal, 
because the act required that the affidavit 
should not only be sworn but alio sworn 
"before him" (the c 'lnmissiouBr) as a 
part of the body of tho aflidavit. The 
ouiiaaion was vital. Aud the reason for 
all this care is very evident, for these 
alterations in the body and vital parts of 
an athdayit are tict onl,y ton irregularity, 
which' might have been waived, bat a 
defect of jurisdiction, whioh renders the 
adidtivit UHoloaa and tha court powerless 
to act upon it.

ing for tho prompt application of summary 
remedy for tho preaorvation of tho prop 
erty in the intorim till the hearing, they 
shew the plain fact; that persons repra- 
aeiited a year or two ago to be pennileaa 
and wImsc property was then put beyond 
tho reacii of their thou and proseut crodi- 
t(jr.i, three persona in the lame family 
ostensibly separata, each conducting 
the aamu kind of business and dealing 
with one anotlier, now that legal hostili- 
ties had quieted*'- down, quii-tly gravitate 
to lino spot and all the property finds it- 
self concentrating from all quarters in tho 
aarno direction towards the one centre of 
supposed safety, Emma Ould; coiiuuct- 
ing a stirring and paying business and 
accumulating a large property, yet not a 
single judgment creditor paid. It would 
bu a mark an our cununerciiil cliaractur aa 
a pniviiico and as a fruding community 
that guch a state of things ahouldgo with- 
out most searching enquiry, and if the 
obargus be proved, subject to a vigorous 
remedy.- The order 'eonfirmed. Ooits 
reserved.

dissolution. 

But M may be inferred from foregoing 
repreaeotationa on this dissolution, it has 
esrned for itself, does deserve, and ia en- 
titled to, a praiseworthy epitaph. 

It ia a matter for congratulation that 
its excellent library, and which some 
twelve months aiiico received u valuable 
addition, costing some $700, is not to be 
scattered and dispersed, but to be handed 
over to the corporatiou for the use and 
enjoyment of the citizens in that future 
wbon now and appreciiktive tastes have 
been created. 

Although many of our old-established 
citizens have become wealthy, we are still 
a pioneer race, and such exhibitions of 
public spirit as a handsome donation to 
found a free public library cannot be ex- 
pected; we must, therefore, in the mean- 
time be content to learn of their many 
virtues after their departure by inscrip- 
tions on their munumenta, but well up as 
your correspondent is in years, he does 
not yet despair, that some public apiritjd 
citizen may yet come to tho roaoue, and 
he may have tho gratification of seeing 
rising up in oar city, resultini; from tho 
encouragement of the nucleus auppl'ed 
by the Mechanics' Institute, a noble 
edifice bearing the inioEiption of "The 
Free Pablie Library of the city of Vic- 
tjria," erected and presented by aomo 
liberal-minded citizen, and which no 
one will be more pleased to see than your 
oorretpondent.
